spring clean-up of yards and grounds 
about the homes to prevent breading 
of flies and mosquitoes was urged upon 
housewives by Dr. Theodore B. Ap­ 
pel, secretary of health, today. Yards 
full of rubbish with tin cans half fill­ 
ed with rain w ater, Doctor Appel said, 
aru most inviting spots for propaga­ 
tion of insect life. 
In his opinion, the most sensible 
time to “sw at the fly’’ 
before it is 
actually in being, and to this end he 
recommends prom pt attention to the 
outside premises. 
“The removal of 
breeding snots in the first instance 
is much more effective and decidedly 
more practical,” Doctor Appel assert­ 
ed. 
“When one considers the habit of 
the fly it does not take any stretch of 
the imagination to realize that it is 
the dirtiest of insects coming in con­ 
tact with human being,” he Pawl. “It 
propagates in filth, it grow's in filth 
and glories in filth. 
With legs cov­ 
ered with infected m aterial it buzzes 
innocently into the house, crawls over 
exposed food and milk and thus is 
likely to do untold dam age not only to 
infanta, but to grown-ups also, 
“The mosquito, too, jp,uds itW lf fre­ 
quently in unpleasant 
places 
and 
then chooses to become not only tan ­ 
talizing, 
put 
actually 
dangerous 
through its sting. 
“While it is an excellent idea to 
swat all the flies that cross one’s path 
and smash mosquitoes also, the remov­ 
al of breeding spots in the first in­ 
stance is much more effective and de­ 
cidedly more practical. 
“Now is the time not only to get 
the w inter’s accumulation of dust and 
dirt out of the home, bit the time to 
make it hard for dirt in the form of 
flies and mosquitoes to get into the 
house.
